SAMUEL MICKLE HOUSE 
FINANCIAL UPDATE 

The Samuel Mickle House was pur- 
chased in 1962. The house was then 
moved to its present location in 
1967, when restoration was begun. 
The net cost to the Society was 
$8,058.54. Working with Mr. Louis 
Goettelmann Sr. were Mr. Charles 
Peterson and Mr. John Milner, who 
together researched the building 
to determine the original con- 
struction. 

PHASE 1 - The reconstruction of the 
exterior began in July 1975 and was 
completed in March of 1976 at a 
cost of $28,109.99. (Fees - 
$5,506.45 and Construction - 
$22,603.5^) 

PHASE 2 - Part 1 - Additional re- 
search took place in 1976-1979. 
Plans and specifications were 
approved and Part 1 of PHASE 2, 
restoration of the interior, began 
in September 1979- The work 
consisted of restoration and 
renovation of the back sheds, in- 
cluding plumbing for the entire 
building, a new heater and water 
heater, kitchen cabinets, light- 
ing, new windows, restoration of 
two old doors, restoration of 
spiral stairway to the basement 
and special hardware and fixtures 
for the room, for the sum of 
$16,391.46. (Fees - $3,041.00 and 
Construction - $13*350.^6) Total 
cost of the Samuel Mickle House 
to date - November 1980 - 
$52,559.99. 

At the Trustees meeting in April 
1977 it was voted to spend 
$24,000 on restoration of interior. 
We have spent $16,391.46. In com- 
pleting the back of the house, now 
dedicated as the "Haydock Room", 
extra expenses were incurred to 
make it attractive, comfortable 
and useful for the Society.
